Assemblyman Birch of Audrain wanted 
similar” information.

He said he pronreed to vote in 
accordance with the best sentiment of 
the people of Missouri. 

“T have no hesitancy in saying,”’ declared 
iMr.

the assagsination of the Grand Duke 
Sergius, received here by telephone within 
a few moments after his death, created 

tremendous sensation. The Czar, it is 
said, is completely prostrated. 

The grand duke has been regarded ag 
the pillar of strength of the reactionary 
party. During the recent St. Petersburg 
riots, though the Grand Duke Vladimir 
figured mofe prominently through his po- 
sition as military commander, Sergius is 
sald actually to have dictated the gov- 
ernment's policy. 

He has been frequently mentioned among 
those who would not be without claim to 
the throne in the event of the Czar's 
death without an heir and, had the pres- 
ent ruler’s son come to the crown while 
still in his minority and Sergius still eur- 
vived, the contest for the regency would 
have been between the latter and the 
Grand Duke Viadimir. 

Sergius knew that he was condemned to 
death by the revolutionisis last December 
and for a time exercised many precautions 
to protect himself. He was naturally feer- 
less, however, and had gradually relaxed 
his vigilance. 

He won the ill-will of the Terrorists, not 
only by his ardent support of despotism, 
but by the severity of his rule as gover- 
nor-general of Moscow, an office abolished 
early In the year. 

The grand duke still retained his position 
as commander-in-chief of the military dis4 
trict and for a time lived, closely guarded, 
in the Nickousk! palace, in the outsairis 
of Moscow. Later he took up his residence 
in the Kremlin.

Mrs. Harriet LeBar Was Acquit- 
ted of Forgery Charge in 
Washington. 


Mrs. Harriet E. Le Bar, who lives in St. 
Louis County, between Clayton and Kirk- 
wood, returned to St. Louis Friday morning 
from Washington, D, C., where she was 
acquitted of the charge of forgery jre- 
ferred against her by a Washington at- 
torney whom she had employed to sell 
some stock which she owned in a Washing- 
ton estreet railway company. 

In paying him his fee of $60 Mrs. Le Bar 
gent the attorney a check originally print- 
ed for another bank, but she claims that 
she marked out the name of this bank 
and substituted. that of her own. The 
check was returned unpaid, and, Mrs, Le 
Bar states, she proved in the trial in Wash- 
ington that the check had never been pre- 
sented to her own bank, and that she 
had a balance of $170 in this bank when 
Pthe check was drawn. Convincing the 
jury of these facts, she was acquitted, 

Mrs. Le Bar was recently arraigned in 
the Court of Criminal Correction in this 
city, charged with having attempted to 
swindle a bdok concern by purchasing books 
on the representation that she was a wom- 
an of wealth, but she was also acuitted of 
this charge.

Announcement Made by Mme.

NDPW YORK, Feb. 17.—The dove of peace 
has not a very firm footing at the Equit- 
able Life building. While the action of the 
directors in re-electing both Mr. Hyde and 
Mr. Alexander and deciding on mutualizing 
was declared to end all internal strife in 
the company, the war will go on as vig- 
orously as ever until either Mr. Hyde or 
Mr. Alexander is forced out of the com- 
pany. 

That the bitterness on each side was not 
wiped out by the action of the directors 
is shown by statements by members of 
the contending factions. Each says the 
other was ignominpiously defeated and will 
soon cease to be a factor of importance 
in the affairs of the company. 

One interesting incident, in keeping with 
the gossip that has attached itself to this 
row, was the French actress Rejane’s an- 
nouncement that Mr. Hyde is to bulld her 
a theater here for French plays. 

Another bitterly resented phase of the 
row was uncovered today when a state- 
ment was gi\cu out by Mr. Hyde, showing 
the evil effects, from his point of view, of 
certain forms of life insurance mutualisa- 
tion, and attacking George W. Perkins, 
partner of J, P. Morgan and vice-president 
of the New York Life. Members of the 
Hyde faction say the New York Life was 
behind the movement to oust Mr. Hyde

Plans for Structure on Lin- 
dell “Hotel Site. 


Work will be begun within 9 days on a 
trrodern, elght-story department store 
building for the Grand-Leader on the site 
of the Lindell Hotel. 

Fresident Stix uf the Grand-Leader said 
Friday morning that while the details of 
the construction. had not been decided up- 
on, the building will exceed $1,000,000 in cost 
and. will be equipped with the very latest 
devices for convenience and safety. 

The control. of the site was secured by 
Stix. Baer & Fuller Thursday afternoon, 
when, as‘ told in the late editions of the 
Post-Disnatch, a lease was signed by rep- 
resentatives of the firm. 

Mr. Stix sald: Friday that perhaps the 
most unique feature of the bui ding, which 
is to be constructed of brick and terra 
cott?, would be the cleaning system. Each 
room of the mammoth building. will be 
equipped with pneumat'c tubes, which can 
be opened toward thé interior of the room 
and which, through suction, will draw 
into the tubes all the dust and transport ft 
to a depository on the top of the building, 
from which it will be removed to the base- 
ment by elevators. This feature aione will 
cost $19,0Mw, 

The heating system will be an innovation 
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for large buildings in the West. as it will 
be by the direct a'r system, s!milar to that 


used for residences when furraces are de- 
pended upon. In each of the aisles of the 
store will be several open heating gTates. 
This system will cost about $20,000. 

Each floor-is to be fitted with retiring 
rooms for customers and employes. Com- 
inodious waiting. rooms will be a feature cof 
the store arrangement.

The property has a front of 226 feet on 
Sixth street, between Washing.on and Lu- 
cas avenues, the entire block, and extends 
westward on each of the avenucs from 
Sixth street, 181 feet. 

It is understood that options have been 
secured on the rest of the frontage on 
Lucas avenue to Seventh street for the 
extension of the building should that be

MR. ROOSEVELT’S CASE OF NERVES. 

President Roosevelt is vastly agitated by fears of another 
| European invasion of the Western Hemisphere. : 

Over what? Some debts alleged to be due certain Belgian, 
Italian and French claimants by the San Dominicans. 

President Roosevelt says the Monroe doctrine is at stake. 
From his state of alarm it might almost seem as though he had 
some secret information that Belgium was sending her immense 
navy to annex San Domingo right under our nose. 

Three years ago President Roosevelt would not have been so 
seriously alarmed. In his first message to Congress, Dec. 3, 1901, 
he declared: “We do not ask under this doctrine for any ex- 
clusive commercial dealings with any other American states. 
We do not guarantee any state against punishment if it mis- 
conduct itself, provided that punishment does not take the 
form of acquisition of territory by any non-American power.” 

This is the essence of the Monroe doctrine. But President 
Roosevelt has traveled far since he wrote these words. 

The wonder is that the United States has been free from for- 
eign attack and that the Western Hemisphere has been protect- 
ed against European encroachments during all these 80 years, 
while foreign nations have collected the debts due their citizens 
and “got out,” as Germany did in Venezuela, since Mr. Cleveland 
has been President. 

It was not until this late day that a President, infatuated 
with the idea of the big stick and great navy, thought it neces- 
sary to supplant the Monroe doctrine with the Roosevelt doc- 
trine of overlordship toward the friendly nations, “whose inde- 
pendence,” said Mr. Monroe, “we have on great consideration 
and just principles acknowledged.”
